Ponce, P. E., December 12, 1902. 

Number and causes of death in Ponce jurisdiction (city, playa, and 
surrounding country) during the month of November, 1902 : 

Diseases of digestive system, 21 ; respiratory system, 12 ; circulatory 
system, 4 ; nervous system, 11 ; aniemia, malnutrition, inanition, 15 ; 
malaria, 7 ; tuberculosis, 4 ; athrepsia, 5 ; peritonitis, 1 ; tetanus, trau- 
matic, 1 ; wounds, 1. Total, 82. 

Number of deaths reported during November, 1902, (a) 82 ; number 
of deaths reported during November, 1901, (a) 108 ; number of births 
reported during November, 1902, [a) 125 ; number of births reported 
during November, 1901, (a) 115.

Batavia — Java. — Two weeks ended November 8, 1902. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths not reported. Sixty- 
eight deaths from cholera reported. 

Brazil — PeriMmbuco. — Two weeks ended November 15, 1902. Esti- 
mated population, 200,000. Total number of deaths, 225, including 
enteric fever, 2 ; smallpox, 9, and 46 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Germany — Drfsdew.— Month of October, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 407,500. Total number of deaths, 560, including enteric fever, 3; 
measles, 4 ; scarlet fever, 3 ; whooping cough, 5, and 73 from phthisis 
pulmonalis. 

France — St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended November 30, 1902. Esti- 
mated population, 146,557. Total number of deaths, 133, including 
diphtheria, 2 ; enteric fever, 4, and 29 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended December 6, 
1902, correspond to an annual rate of 17.2 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 14,862,880. 

London. — One thousand five hundred and six deaths were reg- 
istered during the week, including measles, 38 ; scarlet fever, 7 ; 
diphtheria, 14 ; whooping cough, 41 ; enteric fever, 11, and diarrhea, 
16. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 17.1 
per 1,000. In Greater London 2,099 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 5 from diphtheria, 10 from measles, 
1 from scarlet fever, 10 from whooping cough, and 2 from diarrhea. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 6, 1902, in the 21 princi- 
pal town districts of Ireland was 24.8 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,092,401. The lowest rate was recorded in 

a These figures are for the city, the playa, and surrounding district of Ponce, P. E. 
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Newry, viz, 4.2, and the highest in Armagh, viz, 61.8 per 1,000. In 
Dublin and suburbs 196 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 
2 ; enteric fever, 2 ; measles, 9 ; scarlet fever, 2, and 33 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended December 6, 1902, correspond to an annual rate of 18.5 per 1,000 
of the population, which is estimated at 1,679,923. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Aberdeen, viz, 14.9, and the highest in Dundee, viz, 
21.8 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all 
causes was .599, including diphtheria, 9 ; measles, 4 ; scarlet fever, 10, 
and 16 from whooping cough. 

Hawaii — Honolulu. — Month of November, 190 J. Census popula- 
tion, 39,306. Total number of deaths, 92, including enteric fever, 1; 
whooping cough, 1 ; plague, 6, and 12 from tuberculosis. 

Philippine Islands — Manila. — Month of September, 1902. Esti- 
mated population, 302,154. Total number of deaths, 1,132, including 
enteric fever, 10 ; whooping cough, 1 ; plague, 1, and 85 from tubercu- 
losis. 

St. Helena. — Five weeks ended November 22, 1902. Estimated 
population, 3,342. Total number of deaths, 6. No deaths from con- 
tagious diseases. 

Spain — Vigo. — Month of November, 1902. Estimated population, 
22, 000. Total number of deaths, 37, including 1 from enteric fever.
